The 
detecth es are at a los;, to account for 
the increase, as the weather during 
large part of last month was not sue! 
as might be expected to offer great ' 
ducements to women to leave home. 
That girls are harrier to manage and 
more waywardly inclined between the 
ages of 16 and 20 years is another fact 
shown by the records. Of the total num- 
ber of females reported as missing, thir- 
t>-one, or one-half, are girls between 15 
and 20 years. Seventeen of the missing 
ones were between 30 anil 80 years More 
married women became dissatisfied with 
their homes during the month than in 
August of last year. Five such persons 
were reported as missing. 
Relatives of missing persons seldom re- 
port the return of the latter to their 
homes. It Is thus impossible to ascertain 
the number of the wayward women who 
rejoin their families. So far as the rec- 
ords show, twenty-seven of those report- 
ed mlsslnp last month are back in their 
somes again.

It is needless to say that the organization remains in the hand 


of its friends, to wit, Mr. McNab. and his friends. This, of course 
was not entirely unpremeditated nor inappropriate under .the cir 
cumstances, as Mr. McNab some time ago discovered that a srrial 
and select party was easier to manage than a larger and more cum 
brous one, although it might never win a fight. So Mr. McNab ha 
performed the- trick of political legerdemain heretofore deemed im 
possible of making the tail swallow the dog. However, this feat wa; 
made easier by the fact that the dog has several times within recen 
years refused to swallow, the tail or even attempt to do so. 


Mr. McNab's assemblage has performed the duties for which i 


was called together and adjourned, hilariously ringing of bells in- 
dicative of a readiness to run whenever the right tap sounds. It is 
not individious to remark that the bells used are such as are usually 
worn by cattle. William Randolph Hearst was denounced with 
much heated verbiage .and bad grammar, and" a candidate nominated 
for Governor to render impossible the election of William H. Lang- 
don. 
As the Hearst newspapers had previously denounced the 


assemblage as a mere factional gathering and exposed its real pur- 
pose in advance of action, the epithets and charges so freely hurlec 
at their proprietor were only a natural exhibition of temper. Mr 
Bell, the nominee for Governor, fulfilled his part of the program 
by aiming a blow at Mr. Hearst's candidacy for Governor in New 
York by, assailing him personally at a time when Mr. Hearst\was 
likely to get the Democratic nomination in the Empire State. 


The platform was a palpable attempt to seize the Hearst 


thunder, being largely copied from the demands set forth by the 
Independence League. 


So, it must be candidly admitted that Mr. McNab and. his 


friends have done what was expected of them. In that sense, their 
gathering was a success and its work a triumph for the political 
skill of Mr. McNab. As the aim was to defeat the' ambition of Mr. 
Hearst rather than an attempt to elect anybody or present a vigorous 
opposition to the Republican ticket, the effect will be only to in- 
crease the majority for Mr. Gillett and his associates. A party so 
greatly in the minority cannot split into two irreconcilable factions 
and hope to defeat a strong, confident and united majority. 


Discipline the Knockers. 


A minor actress at one of the Oakland theaters has been telling 


a reporter how much she prefers dwelling amid the ruins across the 
bay to living in Oakland. She gets her bread and butter in this city, 
which she derides, but makes a virtue of eating them in San Fran- 
cisco. She appears to think she is doing something heroic in re- 
fusing to eat and sleep among the people who give her employment 
.and afford her a means of livelihood. Nobody wjll dispute her right 
to spend her money where and with whom she chooses, but she 
advertises her ingratitude and bad taste by "knocking" the city 
which has given her a hospitable welcome and the opportunity to 
profitably pursue her profession. This actress belongs to a type 
with which Oaklanders have become quite familiar since the great fire 
in San Francisco. They are gaining their livelihood in Oakland, but 
heap unstinted abuse on this city and its inhabitants. It is a singular 
fact that many of the persons who do this:were mere rounders and 
hangers-on in San Francisco, and are doing better in Oakland than 
they ever did across the bay, and their lamentations are largely in 
the nature of boasts of a prosperity which they_ never enjoyed. The 
only things they carry in their memory regarding San Francisco 
are the garish features and flash life that characterized it before the 
Sre. They resent order, quiet and sobriety, and hence mock Oakland 
and the people who constitute its stable population. Like this silly 
actress, they are carried away with the notion that abusing the 
people who have given them welcome, shelter and employment is a 
fine thing- to engage in. Down in Los Angeles persons who abuse the 
city and its inhabitants are driven away as public enemies. Their 
presence is not tolerated by, a public opinion which is aggressive in 
resenting vulgar and false imputations on the community. Public 
opinion in Oakland should apply the same sort of discipline here. 
Members of the theatrical profession who gratuitously indulge in the 
"knocking" habit while drawing their salaries in Oakland can easily 
be made to feel that they have outraged the laws of hospitality and 
affronted their audiences by disparaging this city and its inhabi- 
tants. An expression of rebuke would have a wholesome effect. 


There is every indication that the run on the Hib'ernia Bank' had 


its origin in a desire to blackmail or promote some other scheme 
equally infamous. It is the result of a carefully 
conducted, 


methodical campaign, with which the name of a prominent labor 
leader is frequently associated. He is said to have passed out the 
tip by which hundreds of the more ignorant class of depositors were 
frightened into rushing to the baak to get their money. Men wfio 
would deliberately work up a scheme to wreck a great financial in- 
stitution and bring about a panic in San Francisco are foes of man- 
kind, enemies to society and public order. They should be exposed 
and driven from the community if they cannot be. otherwise more 
severely punished. It is to be remembered that during the panic of 
1893-4 the Hibernia Bank was a mighty bulwark of the general 
credit in California. Notwithstanding this manufactured run it is a 
Gibraltar of financial strength today. 


Mr. Littlefield's Slump. 


. -Mr. Litdefiel4,.who has just been re-elected to Congress in the 
Second Maine district, says the opposition of Samuel Gompen 
helped insteaUrof hurting him. Two years ago Mr. Littlefield had * 
plurality of 5618; this year his plurality is only 1184. If Mr. Gompen 
helped him, why was his majority so reduced? Gompen, ays Mr. 
Littlefield, might well exclaim with Pyrrhus, "another such a victory 
and I am lost." 


Mr. Littlefield's majority when he ran in 1904 was given in the 


Roosevelt year, which swelled Republican majorities everywhere, 
so it is hardly fair to compare the yote he received last Monday 
with his vote of two years ago. in 1902 he had vigorous opposition, 
and his plurality was a trifle under 4000—about the normal party 
majority. His latest majority, therefore,, is nearly 3000 short of the 
normal Republican'majority in his' district. 


If Gompers helped, what hurt him? He was plainly, Hurt, and 


hurt badly, although two Cabinet officers, Taft and Shaw, and such 
notable orators as Speaker Cannon and Senator Beveridgc delivered 
speeches in the district. Mr. Littlefield, therefore, did not lack for 
outside assistance nor the endorsement of the administration. 
In 


:he light of these facts, and the effect the Gompers opposition is 
likely to have in other States, it ie"both interesting..and.important 
to inquire why Mr. Littlefield's majority was cut seventy-five per 
cent in an unusually full vote.

Mr. Littlefield voted against the rate bill in Congress, arid al- 


:hough Secretary Taft spoke for him/this fact undoubtedly hurt him; 
»ow much, it is imp'ossible out here to estimate, though if Gompers 
helped it must have hurt terribly. 


In forming a conclusion regarding the result, it is necessary to 


jxamine into the character of the vote in the Second 'Maine district 
and the general conditions prevailing there.:

The district includes six counties, reaching from the Atlantic to 


he Canada line. They, are Knox (county seat, Rockland, Mr. Little- 
jeld's home); Lincoln, also on the coast; Sagadahoc (county seat, 
Bath, the home of the wooden ship building industry of the coun- 
ry);, Androscoggin, in which Lewiston with her textile mills, and 
Auburn with .her shoe factories, are'situated; Oxford, mostly, a farm- 
r.g community, having, however, the various mill towns of the In- 
ernational Paper Company; and^FrankJjn, also a farming, com- 
munity and also reaching to the'Canada line. The cities of Rock- 
and, Bath and Rumford Falls have perhaps a population of 10,000 
ach. 
Lewiston and Auburn, at the Falls of the Androscoggin, have 


ogether a population of 40,000 or more. Otherwise the district is 
mostly devoted to agriculture, lumbering, canning and fishing. 


There is a number of labor unions in the district, but they are 


not particularly strong nor well organized.. The open shop prevails 
verywhere, and a very large element of the workers does not 
ffiliate with the unions; indeed, a distinct anti-union sentiment is 
ife among the employes.of certain establishments. The employers, 
as a rule, favored Mr. Littlefield's candidacy. Mr. Littlefield is per- 
onally an able, clean man, an eloquent speaker and a good cam- 
aigner.

What, then, caused his vote to shrink" to such' a small size? 


Daniel J. McGillicuddy, his Democratic opponent, had plenty of 
money (said to have- been supplied by. Senator Clark of Montana) 
o spend in his campaign, and is a-shrewd politician of a very com- 
mon type. In point of character, ability and general qualifications 
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e is no match for Littlefield. ,Yet he made the pace very hot. Why?

Regarding divorce, Christian Science takes the highest moral 


and Christian position. In "Science and Health" we read (p. 59): 
"The nuptial vow should never be annulled so long as .its moral 
obligations are kept intact; but the frequency of divorce shows 
that the sacredness of this relationship is losing its influence, and 
that most fatal mistakes ay undermining its foundations'. Separa- 
tion never should take place; and it never would if both husband 
and wife were genuine Christian Scientists. Science inevitably lifts 
one's being higher in the scale of harmony and happiness."

"When he was called to Valley several 
weeks ago In connection with the case 
:against the Selby Smelting company. 
Professor Osterhout found an Immedi- 
ate need of apparatus to test the effect 
of poisonous gasses in plant life. 


Thrown on his own resources, he 


•went to work to discover a method. 
The residents o.' the neighborhood o£ 
the gmeHery claimed that the plant | 
life was poisoned by the gasses that! 
escaped from the furnaces of the Sol- 
f,y company. Their protests against 
the nuisance became a fad. Clubs were 
organized in the town, all decrying the 
smelter.- as a monster 
evil. Some 


claimed that livestock editing shrub- 
bery and grass upon which the dead- 
ly sulphur dioxide gas settled were 
killed by the poisonous co-mpt.nents of 
the sediment. 


An injunction suit was brought and 


the case came to trial. 
Professor E. 


O'Neill, head of 
the 
Department of 


Chemistry of the State University and 
Professor Osterhout of 
the 
Depart- 


ment of Chemistry were called on for 
expert testimony. 


They found the charges of the peo- 


ple to be absurd. The gas had no evil 
effect on the piant life of the neigh- 
borhood. 


The work which Professor Oster- 


hout carried on won him fame in the 
scientific world. 
By placing a series 


of hermteicaily sealed jars on a Ions 1 
table and introducing different known 
quantities of the poisonous gas in the 
.several jars, he was able to determine 
the effect of the aqueous fluid on the 
plant under test. An end jar, undar 
normal conditions, was 
used 
as a 


gauge. 
The method is novel in its 


simplicity, yet has never been used 
before by scientists in their attempts 
to learn the evil iffects of g.asses on 
plant life, if there are any. Professor 
Ousterhout has not yet taken out a 
patent on his Invention.

JAPANESE WOMEN 


BEST FORMED. 


A famous German scientist who has 
made a life study of the beauty of 
women of all nations considers that he 
Found the most .perfect development of 
form among the Japanese. His Ideal 
proportions differ slightly from the 
standards of beauty left us by the 
Greeks, and he gives the following as 
nls "normal proportions" of the per- 
fect figure from averaging the meas- 
urements of many:
